Reading. Pa. .Feb. 2r,. -The lilrth- 
(la.v anniversary of Abraham Lln- 
ri)ln wBH as usual generally observed 
throughout Berks county, b«cau»e It 
to elalihcd that Ltneeln'a ancMton 
war* Barks eovatluis. Within re- 
cant yaars saarehars hava f6nnd that 
not only did the early Llnoolna live 
In this section, but that they were 
Intimately associated with Daniel 
Boone and the family of Nancy 
Hanka, motbar of Abraham Lincoln. 
litacolBs and Boonas. ara still nu- 
imrens haraabonts, aapaetally in 
Southern Berks. In Gxetsr Town- 
ship, irt»oul a mile from Btrdtboro, 
tliprp is an old stone house in which 
lived up to the time of his death In 
May, 1736, Morderal Lincoln, the 
graat-graat-grandfather of Prasldant 
Lincoln. Tha Llnaoln homaataad In 
K\oter, embracing at prasant sixty- 
i ne acres, on which ara the old atone 
"house and a hank barn. Is owned by 
Richard fl. Lincoln, of Reading. 

Samuel Lincoln. Lincoln's earliest 
ancestor In America, came from the 
"Bxe Valley. Bxatar. In Kpgl^nd, and 
Mttlad In Hlngham. Maga.. where he 
died, leaving a son, Vordaeal Lln- 
rnln, whose son. Mordecal, Jr., set- 
tled more than 1T.'> years ago on the 
eastern bank of the Schuylkill river, 
rear nirdsboro. In 1T3"« be laid out 
the highway which is now the road 
from Reading toAraltyvllle. Mor- 
decal. U*MJR*TfWr88Tlsed the land 
to hto tW9 sons, Mordaaat and Tbom- 
««. and a poathntnoni son, Mnad 
Abraham, who was born in th# old 
Ftnne hmise an d died there In the 
seventieth year of his age In 1806, 
the same year that President Lin- 
coln, who was named a(t#r hln. was 
bom In Kratttcky. 

In 17*«1 AbrshMD baeaoM tb« taa»> 
band of Anne Boone, who waa a 
dauRhter of James Bcone and a first 
cousin of Col. Daniel Boone, the 
Kentucky pioneer. The Boopes were 
Quakers snd Abraham Lincoln was 
a Congregatlonallst. Hence It ap- 
peara by the minutes of the Exeter 
Meeting. Oct. 17. 1761. that aha waa 
condoned tor bar marriage to o|i* 
who was not a member of the So- 
ciety of Friends. Abraham Lincoln 
was purvlved by four hops, Morde- 
cal, James, Thomas and John, and 
Ave daughters. The court house 
rocords here are full of the transac- 
tlona In wbleh tha early Uneolna 
and Boonaa flgurad. 

About 1750, at the time the 
Boones left Rxeter, now Lorane. this 
founty. for the South. Mordecal T.,in- 
coln's »on John inovcd with his fam- 
ily to Virginia. From there bin son 
Abraham moved Into Kentuckv. and 
while oat In a corafleld waa killed 
by an Indian. He left three aoaa. of 
which Thomas, the youngest, waa 
The father of the Presldept. Nancy 
Tianks, the wife of Thomas Lincoln, 
was the granddauRhter of John 
llnnks, who also left Berkw county 
about 1750 and finally settled In Vlr- 
gtala. where Nanay waa born. She 
married Thomaa Lincoln la 1S06. 

About a mile from Blrd4b«ro. on 
the Reading turnpike', there was a 
tollRafe and on « yellbw stone mile- 
post ' IMilla. 4 4 Miles" was Inscribed 
on one side and "Reading, 8 Miles" 
on the other. Staadldg ln a hollow 
la a atone honae. which property 
Daniel Boone'a father. Squire Boone, 
sold to William Mogrtdge, April 11, 
1710, just before he inoved with his 
wife and eleven children to Tadkin, 
N. C. Iianlel Boone was then seven- 
teen years old. When he was flfty- 
llve years old he came back, accom- 
panied by the wife and sbn Nathan- 
\ii «n horseback to visit /relatives In 
Exeter townahlp. | 

rThoroas Lincoln of ; BMrt>oro, 
who died about forty years ago, aged 
elKhty-seven years, was a relative of 
President Abraham Lincoln. He told 
Col. Nicholas Jones, of Reading, that 
he remembered well thgt when he^ 
waa a boy Daniel, the j^entucky pK, 
oiiMr, aatamad oa .a yiait and told 



of bis danghtar'a capture by the In- 
diana and her raaeac from them, and 
related kto own •xparianea with the 
Indians. Daniel Boone'a grabdfath- 

er, Oeorge Boone, who lived In De- 
vonshire, Kngland, sent in 1717 his 
oldest son, fteorRe, ami hiw daughter 
Mary to Pennsylvania to investigate 
and repor^. He spent the following 
winter 4p Walaa with hla wife and 
eight ehlldren. moatly grown, and 
came to America with hla family In 
the spring of 1718 and located In 
Olev. He and his five sons — 
Ceoree, John, James, Samuel and 
Squire — settled In what Is now Exe- 
ter. It waa In 1730 that Squire 
Boone bought of Half Aalieton. of 
Philadelphia, a (ana of 161 aerea.on 
which Daniel was bom. It was 
three years after Daniel's hirtli that 
the father sold to the Quakers the 
land for the burial ground of wliich 
he was trustee and what Is now 
known as tha Sxatar Friands' Meet- 
ing Houae. 

The Hanka family, to which Nan- 
cy Hanka, Lincoln's mother, belong- 
ed were old-fashioned Pennsylvania 
Oerinaps. The name of Untiks Is 
frequently met with throughout the 
State of Pennsylvania, and most per- 
sons of that name are deaoendants 
of tha ftuBlly of Unet^'a mothar.

Purauant to a call of depositors In 
the recently aaalgned Ohio County 
Bank of Hartford, a meeting was 

held In the School Superintendent's 
office In the court house here last 
Saturday, 'or tln' iiuiimsi'. It was 
said, of finding out something about 
the affairs of the bank. There were 
about thirty people preaent. Includ- 
ing several ladlee. 

The meeting organized by electing 
C. M. Crowe chairman »and 
Heher .Matthews scirctary. Mr. J. 
P. Austin opened with n talk, say- 
ing, among'other thipga. that the 
main pn^oae. of the meeting was 
that the depoaltora almply wanted 
to know how the bank bad been run. 

Mr. H. P. Taylor, attorney for the 
bank, who was present, was called 
upon for anv remarks he might wish 
to make. He said he had sent for 
Mr. Austin and told him that both 
he and the aaaignee. Mr. A. B. Pate, 
were ready to give any Information 
or aid In their power to enlighten 
the depositors or ncqnalnt them 
with the affairs of the bank. Mr. 
Taylor salil what ought to and w'll 
be done. Is to collect up money due 
the iMwk as apeedllv as posslhle and 
adjuat mattera to the aatlafaatlon of 
all. The notea and secnnnta of the 
bank are on file In the County 
Clerk's office snd are open to th» In- 
siiri tidn of evervhodv. Nothing Is 
concealed or suppressed. 

Attomey Taylor apoke In behair 
of Capt. S. K. Cox aa esshler of the 
bank. Capt. Cox would have been 

prfsent also, but for the critical co-i- 
dit'on of his health. Th'> iit'oni"V 
^"il ('r>nf (^ox has elvon iiii cverv- 
thing In his personal control for the 
bereflt of the creditors of the hank. 
Capt. Cox. after employing evory ef- 
fort to relieve the situation and 
then being advised that he would 
have to make an assignment, said he 
would rather die than do so. as he 
felt that every depositor was a per- 
sonal friend. IN' was advised to 
make A. B. Pate his ssalgnee. which 
be did. and the aaaignee Is haavllv 
bbnded. The affaire of the bank 
ahoi^ that there are about tfiS.OflO 
of debts comlre to the bank, with 
aboiit $44.nno liabilities. 

Attorney Taylor has the m|itter In 
hand and will admlnlater aame to 
the beet Interaat of all eoacemed. 
He will ask Judge BIrkhead to clas- 
sify the notes and pccounts and pro- 
ceed strictlv ni'cord iti 1; to law gov- 
erning such cases. Mr. Tavlor said 
the depositors will In all probabllltv 
get dollar for dollar. If they will 
only be patient and abide the proper 
proceedings. Mr. Austin, on behalf 
of the depositors, asked for the priv- 
ilege of sending a responsible i)er- 
son to look into the books and af- 
fairs of the hank. Mr. Tavlor ri'ad- 
llv agreed to this, saying that any of 
the officials of the other two banks 
of Hartford, or any eflloient or ac- 
ceptable peraon, when empowered 
hy snthority from the depositors, 
would willingly be shown through 
the affairs of the bank 

Chairman Crowe said he had been 
aoproaobed bv deposltora In the 
hank, some of whom he rapreaents. 
He said they merely wanted to know 
what could be done, that thev are 
entitled to know the business of the 
bank. He advocated the cheapest 
plan of adjustment, whatever that 
miKht be. 

Mr. Taylor made a few touching 
remarka about the bank'a stricken 
cashier, Capt. Cox. who baa paaaed 
through months of worrv and trou- 
ble about the bank's affairs, which 
tlrallv culminated in almost a total 
physical collapse, he havinc been for 
several weeks conflned to his home 
on account of a nervous breakdown. 
He said be waa quite euro that none 
of the creditors of tha bank wanted 
to persecute or houttd Capt. Cox on 
the bank's account. No one In the 
community stands higher In the mat- j 
ter of respect, honesty and integrity 
than Capt. Cox, who has given his 
all and yet stands ready to do any- 
thing In his power to relieve the dis- 
tressed condition of the bank. He Is 
gradually Improving and all hope for 
his speedy recovery. 

After deliberating about an hour 
the meeting adjourned, subject to a

of follow iiiK ill the wake of progres- 
sive clvili^atloii. I say, are they pre- 
pared to (Ifiiionstrate that we are 
now equal to that high order of Ideal 
citlsenship upon which a Pure Def 
mocracy or Utopia ao helifloaaly de- 
pends?

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 24.— The ap- 
pellate court baa aflllrmed the War- 
ren Clrenit Court in the loeal option 
election eaae of N. r.'HIll and oth- 
ers against E. L. Mott*By and oth- 
ers. In which the lower court sus- 
tained an election of Jure 28, 1910, 
in which liie cit> of Oowltag Green 
voted "wet" by eighty-two majori- 
ty. The court eoncludee': 

Flrat — ^That the maaner of hold- 
ing the election was proper; that 
there were separate booths -and sep- 
arate officers for city and county. 

Second- That after deductlnK all 
Illegal votes on each side, and giving 
contestsnts the beaeflt of every 
doubt, the trial Judge properlv held 
that there waa atiU a majority of 
fourteen votes for the sale of liquor. 

Third — That It Is not sufllcient to 
show that an election might have 
been affected by fraud; It must af- 
flrraatlvely appear that It was so af- 
fected, and the evidence of contest- 
ants doee not measure ap to thto 
standard. 

The opinloR of the eoart waa writ- 
ten by ComaUasleaar W. Rogers 
Clay. The questions* were discussed 
bv the full bench, and there was no 
dissenting voice from the ruling he 
announced.

Ton 
know how greatly I admire your gen- 
ius, but I was suri>rl8ed yesterday to 
aee you In company of that singing 
man, Incledon." "My lord," said 
Kenn with (Inslilnfr eye. 'Troy don't 
cxi iti' ymirsclf. now,' my doar KeaBa" 
interrupted my lord, "but tbe respect, 
I may say reTereiice, I have for your 
wonderful genliu prompts me to 
apeak thus." *^rd Baaex," cried 
Kean, drawing blm^ielf up and casting 
n wlthorliiK kI'io' o i>t his nuUle patron, 
"twelve yciirs ntro my fuinlly were In 
want of bread aiul Charles Incledon.

In the presence of tlie lianU's 
oOk'lal they are brouuhl oui for an 
nihilatlon. Distributed one by <iue into 
baskets, the cumlemued notes are em|>- 
tkni into a Kreal cylinder half tilled 
with water and causlli- soda. 

The oritlce of the cylinder is then 
locked and set In motion, it turns for 
two days, at the end of wlili b time 
the ofUcials who presided at tbe be- 
ginning of the operation retura tOWit* 
ness the end of tbe notes.

Ac- 
cordingly Its boiler and steam pipes 
are clothed with "Jackets" In some 
cases the Jackets are made of ontlnary 
blanketing, others of n tlbroii-' cl iy lll<e 
coni|)Osltion or even of clo^^e trraliii'd 
woimI. In general the material used 
for a Kliip's uuderciotbing of tills d^ 
SiTlptl<in consists of mineral w-ool. 

However, the gre.it slilp is more like- 
ly to suffer from the ellects or heat 
than from those of cold. There is al- 
ways Ibe danger owing to the newer 
type of machinery employed tbat Ibe 
powder magoslnea may get (bo bot 

In tbe lataet men-of-war tbe atorea 
are surrounded by a thick coating of 
mineral wool. Mineral wod, by tba 
way, baa nothing whatever to do wltb 
WOOL aa It conalau of a maaa of aaowy 
tbraada of a kind of giaaa.

In tbe dee hyar da all men who are

This Is to prevent the 
shari> net-dlellke particles from l>eiiig 
inhaled and so causing chest tiMUbles 
of fatal character. 

The amiiuinltlon rooms themselves 
are kept cool by a refrigerating plant 
In addition to being clothed In mineral 
wool, the same applying to the aninui- 
nitlon passages The wo(>l is also 
packed between (tie double biilkheails 
which separate ilie boiler spaces from 
tbe other (lortions of the vessel. Alto- 
gether the uses of the mineral wool on 
Ixiard are exfreniol.v numerous. Even 
reindeer hair is to be met with on 
board In the capacity of a particular 
son of underclothing. This material 
Is very light— considerably lighter than 
cork, for Instance— and it is not so suti- 
Je<'t to decay. For this reason among 
Its many uses It la of great value as a 
filling for tbe Ufa bBeya.
